SEOUL — With a massive use of 
tear gas. manpower and raw force. 
South Itoean riot police ultimately 
managed to retain control of 
Seoul’s streets Friday night against 
tens of thousands of anti-govetn- 
ment protesters. 

The clashes were the most fero- 
cious in a week, and they demon- 
strated that South Korea’s political 
crisis was oot near an end. 

But they also wound up as some- 
tiling of a standoff between dissi- 
dents and tbe police, making it dif- 
ficult to Judge whether tb^ will 
lead to further unrest, as some fear, 
or prove to be to last outburst 
bd'ore a lull, as many hope. 

ForeigD diplomats and other ob- 
servers had viewed Friday night as 
a lest of sorts. Beforritand, some 
spoke of intense concern abwt to 
possibility that serious skinnisbes 
could provoke mflitaiy interven- 
tion. 

The demonstrations were vigor- 
ous despite tbe absence of the top 
two opposition leaders, Kim 
Young Sam and Kim Dae Jung, 
who were detained by to govern- 
ment before the rallies. 

It was to first majm* demonstra- 
tion suioe President Chun Doo 
Hwao and Kim Young Sam met on 
Wednesday in a vain attempt to 
end tbe crias quickly. 

Mr. Chun made offers to Mr. 
Kim that the governmeat called 
significant but that to oi^wsitum 
dismissed as inadequate. 

The presence of many nonstu- 
dents among Friday ni^t’s dem- 
onstrators suggest^ tot many 
Koreans agreed with tbe anti-gov- 
enunent tercos.

Mr. Kim was seized as he tried to 
leave bis political party offices to 
address a scheduled rally that never 
occurred in nearby City HaJI Naza.

Earlier in the day, hundreds of 
dissident leaden had been arrested 
or oonfioed to ihdr homes to pre-

WASHINGTON — Justice 
Lewis F. Powdl Jr., a moderate 
who for 15 years was to pivotal 
vote on the Supreme Court on 
some of to most critical soda] is- 
sues facing the United States, re- 
tired Friday. 

His dq>arture gives Pr^tdeni 
Ronald Riugan to opportunity, in 
malting his ilurd appointment to 
to court, to insure oonservadve 
control of to high court for years 
to come. 

Justice PowelL who will be 80 in 
September and has suffered from 
prostate cancer, said he was leaving 
to bench because of failing health. 
He said be had considered quining 
in 1982 but that his family bad 
convinced him to stay on. 

Tbe announcement was made by 
Chief Justice WQliam H. Rdmquist 
as to court prqdared to leave for 
sunuDcr recess until October. 

Mr. Reagan’s most recent ap- 
poinuneni merely replaced one 
conservative with another. Antonin 
Scalia was nominated to succee d 
William H. RehnquisL who moved 
up to. replace Warren E Burger as 
chief justice. 

Tbe departure of Justice Powdl 
a soft-sp^en, nonideolcigical Yir- 


ginian, removes a key centrist from 
the nine-member court. 

Justice Powell it was often said, 
based his votes on his sense of jus- 
tice and fairness; be sded with the 
conservative segment on most 
criminal issues, and with the liber- 
als on social issues. 

His vote in recent years has been 
decisive on issues iiivxjlvmg abor- 
tion, affirmative action and separa- 
tion of church and state. His sup- 
port was considered so crucial that 
lawyers often would tailor their ar- 
guments specifically to attract his 
vote; 

Tbe American Civil Liberties. 
Union on Friday listed 20 ougor 
civil liberties cases decided this 
term <» 5^ votes; Justice Powdl 
was in to majority on every one. A 
siniilar voting pattern two years 
ago led Bun Neubome, a former 
legal director of the civil Bbenies 
group, to call Justice Powell “tbe 
most powerful individual in Ameri- 
ca.” 

Justice Powell’s announcement 
came as a surprise at the White 
Hwse, which learned of fais inten- 
tions only Friday morning.

Soviet to Allow Private U.S. Group 
To Monitor Nuclear Weapons Tests

WASHINGTON — The Soviet 
Union has agreed for the first time 
to allow a US. group (o monitor 
underground nudear weapons tests 
with seismic equipment located in- 
side Soviet borders, according to an 
official with the group, the Namral 
Resources Defense CduncU. 

S. Jacob Scherr. senior attorney 
for the group, said the Smlets also 
have a^^eed to detetutte a chemical 
explosion near their eastern Ka- 
rakhslan nuclear test site to estab- 
lish a benchmark measurement, or 
“calibration.” to bdp insure the 
accuracy of the American monitor- 
ing of the force of Soriet tests. 

At tbe same time, the Soviets 
have insisted that three seismic 
monitoring stations in the Soviet 
Union run by ibe U.S. group, a 
private antinuclear environmental 
organizaUoo. be moved farther 
from the test ate. Tbe demand ap- 


parently is a concession to the Sovi- 
et militaxy. 

“We are pleased that tbe Soviets 
are interested in continuing and 
expanding our existing nucl^ test 
ban jponitoriog program,” Mr. 
Scherr said Thursday. 

Mr. Scherr smd the agreement 
was signed Thursday tn Moscow by 
Adrian DeWind, diainnan of the 
U.S. group's board, and a senior 
official of the Soviet Acadeo^ of 
Sdences. 

Under an agreement reached last 
year with the Sonet sdetkce acade- 
my, the U.S. group tus nuuntained 
three seiainu: stations about 120 
mUes(]93 kilomeiosj from the So- 
riet test site since late last summer. 
But the group bad been instructed 
to shut down the statioos each time 
the Soviet Union conducted a nu- 
clear ex{dorioa. 

Since abandoning a unDateral 
nuclear test moratorium in Febru- 
ary. Moscow has set off nine nucl^ 
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ar etplosions, seven of them said to 
be weapons Fdated. 

The new agreement wiD allow 
tnooitorh^ by the U.S. group to 
continue during Soriet tests. But 
tbe eqidpment must be moved from 
its current locations to new sites at 
least 600 Holes away from (he Semi- 
palatitmk test site. . 

The United States maintains a 
wordwide netwosk to num- 
ilor Soviet tests, but none of tbe 
stations is in So^ territory. 

Mr. Scherr said tbe Soviets also 
have agreed to expand the Natural 
Resoum Defense Council’s mou- 
itoring sites foom three to five and 
to estaUtsb a direct lelqibooe line 
that will enable U.S. and Soviet 
soentists to estdiange seisnxic data.

Republicans link Drop 
In Funds to Ircai Affair

NEW ORLEANS — Cctniribu- 
lioos to tbe Republican Party have 
dropped by a^ut 8 peremt this 
year, depressed at least in part by 
tire lian-coQtia affair, according to 
Uie Republican national chairman. 

The chairman, Frank J. Fahren- 
kopf Jr. said Thursday that the 
party wxnild have to cut its annual 
bud^ by about SZ9 million. 

He said tbe party also was suffer- 
ing because it was in competitioo 
with seven Republican pre^eotial 
candidates who are u^dng to fill 
ilreir own campai^ coffers. He 
said that dheci-oi^ fund raising 
generally bad suffered from tbe 
contr o versy over tbe Reverend Tun 
Bakker and his fall from tbe leader- 
ship at the televisioa mmisuy. 

Ai a m^Jag of the national 
committee in New Orleans, where 
tbe Republicans will bold their oa- 
titmal cocventirai in August 1988, 
Mr. Fahrenkopf also said tbe party 
would seek to perauade conserva- 
tive Southern De m o c r a ts to vote in 
Republican prerideotial primaries 
next year. 

He predicted that the effort by 
&>uihm Denrecrats to coocen- 
traie Ukv stale prerideotial prima- 
ry on one day, March 8, would 
prove to be “a drastic mistake” 
because 'Vast numbers of conser- 
vati^ Donocrats” could end up 
casting ibetr ballots in Republican 
contests. 

“Tbe Republican Par^ is gomg 
to have a much more conservative 
slate of candidates on the ballot 
than the Detsocrats wiQ,” Mr. Fafa- 
renkopf said. He said tbe Demo- 
cratic primaries would be dominat- 
ed by blacks “voting almost 
monolithically” for the Reverend 
Jesse L Jackroo. and by more lib- 
eral Semiberoers, who, be said, are 
out of step with regionai sentiment. 

He said tbe national comnnltee 
would assist Southern state parties 
is developmg programs to entice 
Democrats to vote for a R^ubli- 
can prerideniial candidate. 

Etghc Soutbem and border states 
— ^bama. Ariumsas. Georgia. 
Mississippi, Missouri, Tennessee, 
Texas and Viigima — other do not 
have r^biratioD by par^ or have 
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State laws that would permit notm- 
nal Democrais to vote io Republi- 
can primaries. 

Mr. Fahrenkopf and other Re- 
publicans said that despite the de- 
clare in coatributious, the party 
was stiO sirong financially. 

It expected coniribuiions of 
5I7A n^on for the first half of 
(his year and anticipated a total of 
about $35.1 millioa by year’s end, 
according to Teny Wade, tbe oa- 
tiona] committee's dnector of com- 
munications.

WASHINGTON — Arthur F. 
Burns, 83. who served as chainnan 
of the Federal Resove Board, as 
economics adviser to four preri- 
dents and UB. ambassador to West 
Gomany, died Friday of complica- 
tions following a triple-bypass 
bean operation in ApriL 

An economist who had taught at 
Columbia and Rutgers universides, 
Mr. Burns also served is chairman 
of the Cbuncil of Economic Advis- 
ers under Resident Eisenhower. 
He was credited with transforming 
the council into a kind of econom- 
ics g^eral staff for the White 
House. 

The administratioDS of Presi- 
dents Kennedy and Johnson called 
on him for advice on ecmtomics, 
and be served as Prerident Ronald 
Reagan’s ambassadm' to West Ger- 
many from 1981 to 1985. 

Mr. Burns was gh»i m»an of the 
Federal Reserve Board, the na- 
tion's central bank, bom 1970 to 
1978, serving under Presidents 
Ridiard M. Nixon, Gerald R. Ford 
and fimmy Carter. 

To tbe nation's business and 
banking community, he was a 
bol of fiscal stability who struggled 
to check inflation curb govern- 
ment spending. On Capitol HHI he 
was held in a kind of veneration 
Donnally reserved for pnaddenu, 
even by representatives and sena- 
tors who disBgrt«d with his poli- 
cies. 

He was a jealous protector of the 
Fed’s bdependence from other 
govermnent ageuries; and he was 
not afraid to disagree with the 
White House. 

In 1977 Mr. Bums’ opposition 
was tnsmmieata] in killiag a pro- 
posal by Mr. Carter a tax rebate 
of $50 per penon. 

He drew tbe wrath of the Nixon 
White House is 1971 wilhacaJlfor 
wage and price controls, an act that 
brouj^i a bitter personal attack » 
and snbsequeatfy an apology 
from a White Honse aide, Charles 
W. Colson. 

He was accused in 1972 of hav- 
ing ddiberaiely promoted an easy | 
mon^ poU (7 at tbe Fed in an ef- , 
fort to asrist Mr. Nixon's re-elec- 
tion. a charge be denied. 

With his oamipFBsent pipe; his 
shock of unruly ^er hair and his 
deliberate and cautious manner of 
speech, Mr. Burns appeared every 
inch uztiverrity professor. He 
was once characterized as tbe slow- 
est talko and fastest thinker in 
Washhigfon. 

As an economist be was a pio- 
neer in the study and theory of 
business cydes. be doubted 
that economic fluctuatimts could 
ever be dumnated. be did bdieve 
[hat ih^ could be held withio tol- 
erable l^'is. 

He opposed large e:'^ansioa5 or 
coniranioDS in tbe money supply, 
and he believed that ecoomnic 
trends could be forecast by study- 
ing such baric indicators as con- 
struction starts and stock prices. 

He was a conservative who also 
believed that tbe federal govern- 
ment should act as an emplc^er of 
Iasi resort, and be opposed taxing 
any income under $3,500. “WZ^ 
tax poverty?” was his reasoning. 

He was bom Arthur Frank Buni- 
seig in Stanislau, a part of Austria- 
Hungary that is now in the Soviet 


Ukraine, and moval to the United 
States when he was 10. He grew up 
in Bayonne, New Jersey, where 1^ 
father operated a painting busi- 
ness. 

He won a scholarship to Colum- 
bia University and worked as a 
bouse painter, waiter, shoe sales- 
man, postal detk and «*■»«"*" to 
pay for his room and board. 

After a series of univeraity and 
government jobA Mr. Bums served 
as an adviser in the 1968 pieriden- 
tial can^jn of Mr. bfixon, and he 
joined the White House staff in the 
new post of counselor to the pieri- 
denL 

Two years later Mr. Nixon 
named him to the first of two four- 
year tenns as e^mirmati of the Fed- 
eral Reserve. 

Mr. Bunts still had six yeais re- 
maining on his original 14-year a p - 
pointment as a member (rf the Fed 
board when Mr. Carter declined in 
1 978 to reappomt him as chairman, 
but be opted to leave the paneL 

During his four years as Mr.

“You're called a diplomat if you 
confront facts vaguely or oblique- 
ly,” he said in a newqu^ inter- 
view.

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A Sad Day at the Vatican 


Pope John Paul II is a vinuoso ai sending 
subtle signals. Consider the distance and 
disapproval he manag^ to convey in his 
recent meeting with Chile's dictator, Gener- 
aJ.Augusto Pinochet. But the pootiTrs sub* 
(let)’ deserted him Thursday at the Vatican 
when be welcomed Run Waldheim — with 
praise for past good works and not so much 
as a frown about the darker past that Aus- 
tria's president has struggled to hide. 

The pope's agreement to the Waldheim 
visit caus^ consternation and pain, some of 
which quickly boiled up into overwrought 
oratory. This pope, who lived through the 
occupation of Poland, needs no 'instrucdon 
in the horrors of Nazism. This pope, the first 
to visit a synagogue, has worked sensitively 
to heal ancient wounds. Fairness suggested 
wailing to hear his balancing remoiics. 

There were oone; only praise for Run 
Waldheim, peacemaker. The effect is to 
slight all the victims of Hiller's war. 

In his years as United Nations secretary- 
general, Mr. Waldheim surprised his staff 
with his thirst for ceremonial honors. Then 
he surprised the world when it turned out 
that he had. denials notwithstanding, 
served in a Balkan regiment that Avas impli- 
cated in grisly war crimes. An Austrian 
magaziae exposed the truth when he was 


running for president. After winning, he 
found himself unwelcome as an official 
visitor anywhere in the democratic West 

To end'his isolation, he evidently begged 
an invitation from the Holy See. The Vati- 
can minimized the visit as a courtesy to the 
chief of a predominantly Roman Catholic 
state. That seemed reasonable: John ^u! 
has also accorded audiences to communists, 
terrorists and fasdsis. 

But surely this was an appropriate lime 
to recall the horrors of the Nazi years, as he 
did on his visit to West Germany only last 
month. There were a hundred calibrated 
ways to put space between his church and 
his impenuning visitor. That the pope 
chose none prompts questions, and sadness. 

The name Waldheim is on a watch list of 
prohibited visitors to the United States be- 
cause he concealed his war record. Those 
who know him insist that this lover of 
ceremony will never resign. No doubt he 
will now knock on other doors, seeking 
Intimation, ^\'bether he is shunned or ad- 
mitted. the angry arguments and demon- 
strations wi! go on. The reputations of 
Austria, and now the Vatican, are already 
tarnished by this former lieutenant who has 
forgotten much, and learned little.

Biggest Debt Gets Worse 


By the end of 1985. the United Stales 
had run up a foreign debt larger than 
Brazil's. By the end of 1986, that foreign 
debt was larger than those of Brazil. Mexi- 
co and Argentina put together. 

The trade deficit generates this debt, and 
a big trade deficit pushes it up fast. The 
Commerce Department published figures 
this week showing that the country's total 
foreign debt, public and private, came to 
5264 bOlion last Dea 3 1 . That figure, as the 
dq>artment's ecoDomists pointed out, is not 
a precise count but a rough estimate —and. 
you should be aware, a deliberately conser- 
vative one. It does not take account of the 
inflows of foreign monw that escape the 
statistical counting systems: the evidence 
suggests that these inflows have grown large 
over the past decade. How large? A reason- 
able estimate of the accumulated uncount- 
ed debt over that decade might be around 
S90 bMon. And in the six months since the 
beginning of the year, the continuing trade 
deficit has added another 570 billion or so 
of debt. TTiat suggests a current total U.S. 
foreign debt of about 5420 billion. 

Latin ddits are mostly in the form of loans 
owed to banks in the United States. Europe 
and JaparL The U.S. foreign debt is the 
difference between American investments 


abroad — just over a trillion dollars, the 
Commerce Depanmeat says — and the S1.3- 
plus trillion that foreigners have put in the 
United Suies. Some of that foreign invest- 
ment has gone into long-term direct invest- 
menL such as building factories and buying 
companies. But most of ti, more than ^50 
billion, is in the form of bank deposits and 
securities. It can be moved easily, and it is 
sensitive to market interest rates. 

It’s already putting constraints on U.S. 
economic policy. If the United States were 
to slide toward a recession, one traditional 
remedy would be-to drop interest rates. But 
to keep financing its trade deficiL and to 
keep those invested billions of foreigners' 
dollars from fleeing, it now has to hold its 
interest rales up. In the next recession (he 
Federal Reserve Board will have far less 
flejubility than in the last one. 

This rising debt is an erosion of national 
control and power. It has all happened under 
this presideoL When Mr. Rea^ came to 
office: the United Slates was the world's 
biggest creditor. The trade deficits started in 
1982, and now the debt is swelling beyond 
anything in the worid's experience. What's 
Mr. Reagan going to do abwt it? He's gc^ 
to leave iL apparently, to his successor.

Trade: It’s Good, and Bad 


At last! The 40 peremt decline in the 
dollar is finally evident in improved trade 
statisrics. That’s the good news. But with- 
out further painful actions, the present S 1 60 
billira trade defidi wfll level off in a few 
years at about SlOO billion. At that pc^L, 
Washington. Bonn and Tokyo will stiQ have 
to make all of the unpleasant economic 
dedsions they've been putting off for a 
decade — above all, to act on the realiQr 
that the worid is one economy. 

What a difference a cheaper dollar can 
make: American manufacturers who were 
barely han ging on through the datic days ctf 
1982’^5 are now cost competitive at home 
and abroad. With Congress debating fierce- 
ly protectiooist legjslarion. the encouraging 
tr^e news couldn’t have come at a better 
rime. A cofflpetirive exchange rate won't 
bring back the good old days for labor- 
intensive industries that can't match costs 
in. say, Mesdeo or Chin a. But anyone who 
recognizes that the United Slates gains 
from (pen trade can now point to the suc- 
cesses of mainstream Anoerican producers. 

Now fOT the bad news. The latest, 'Tavor- 
aNe” prqjecdmis of American tra^ pros- 
pects hardOy agnal the end of U.S problems. 
A decade ago, a defkit of 510 billioQ or $20 
bOlioD was considered unsustainableL Today, 
despite the fact that American producers can 
bold their own mth foreign competitors at 
current exchange rates, few analysts expea 
the trade deficit to fall much below 5100 
bOlion. Reagan administration analysts attri- 
bute tins chronic imbalance to the unwilling- 
ness of Japan and West Germany to stimu- 
late their economies, diverting into domestic 


consumption some of the goods flowing to 
America. The surplus natioiis respond that 
it lakes two to make a trade deficit. They 
want Washington to balance the budget, 
and they want Americans to save enough to 
supply the needs of both government and 
industry. Then there would be no excess 
demand for imported goods. 

Both sides are right. The larger truth is 
that Americans are absorbing too much of 
their output and their trade partners too 
little. The coincidence this profligacy and 
their obsession iritb exports allciwed the 
imbalance to balloon nithout creating suf* 
ficieni corrective pressures. 

Private invBStois have forced the issue by 
refusing to bold dollars at the inflated value 
set in the Reiman administration’s palmier 
days. But their refusal has yet to conpel 
le;^en> to face up to economic realities. If 
J^)an and Gennany don't soon stimulate 
th^ ecoaomies while America tightens its 
belt, the dollar wQl have to take another 
tumble to induce investors to btAd their assets 
in t^ currency. That wfl] further disrupt trade 
and capital flows, most likely tipping an un- 
steady wcRld economy into serious recessioa. 

Even if the ecwtomic powers muddle 
through this time, the world is hardly home 
free. Successful devdvTpmeot will inevitably 
increase the number of economic players and 
increase interdependence. Just how poliiical 
leaders vrill cope with the loss of economic 
sovereignty is unclear. What is clear is that 
the impending modest decline in the U.S. 
trade defidi is no substitute for tough polic)' 
dedsions and coordmating national polides.

P A RIS — Attempts to force some 
clarity on whether a chance exists 
for a political settlement in Central 
America are stumbling again. Evi- 
dence points lo another muted fight 
between U.S. Secretary of State 
George Shultz and the National Se- 
curity Council, the NSC. d^ite the 
change in White House advisers. 

The focus is the plan of President 
Oscar Arias S&ncbez of Costa Rica, 
which calls for cease-fires in the re- 
gion. an end to all foreign military 
aid and free elections with full polit- 
ical guarantees. Europeans and most 
L^tin American states support the 
Arias plan. Officially, so does 
the United Slates, but . . . 

Mr. Arias was called to see Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan last week in a 
meeting with six senior advisers from 
the White House and the Slate De- 
partment Afterward, a report appar- 
ently issued by someone on the 
House staff said that Mr. Reagan 
strongly criticized the plan. There 
were different versions, both from the 
State Department and Mr. Arias, 
reaped hy telephone in San Jose.

Enough of This Rumormongering 


W ASHINGTON — Even for in- 
cessantly gossipy Washington, 
the rumor mills have been working 
overtime of late. Phone calls about 
the supposed behavior of public fig- 
ures are numerous. Most deal with 
presidential candidates, though some 
concern alleged sexual rings, gay aod 
siraighL and they all come in the 
guise of whispered inquiries or tips: 

"Have you heard about . . .?" "Her 
name is — and she lives at . . ." 
“When are you going to publish the 
story about . . .?" 

Some of the callers, whether identi- 
fied or anonymous, claim to have 
detailed, documented information 
about the private lives of public fig- 
ures. Others employ an even more 
insidious technique. They claim that 
such-and-such a publication or tele- 
vision network is about to publish or 
broadcast an explosive story about X. 
thus appealing to one's inherent com- 
petitive journalistic instincts. 

In other words, if you don't have 
this hot story, you'd' better get it. 
Otherwise, be prepared to suffer the 
professional consequences: So long 
Washington, hello Dubuque. Iowa. 

This pressure approach provides j 
new twist on Leo Durocher's famed 
adage. In journalism, os in baseball 
nice euvs finish last — or not at all.

Character does count Personal 
and professional relationships, par- 
ticularly those with key advisers and 
associates, are importaoi. The state 
of health, including mental can be 
critical in the exercise of power. Full 
disclosure of the private financial 
resources and obligations of candi- 
dates and officials sheds light on

Serbs, Montenegrins Protest 
Ethnic Albanian Influence

BELGRADE — Several hun- 
dred Serbs and Montenegrins from 
the southern province of Kosovo, 
ignoring governmeni pleas to stay 
home, came to Belgrade on Friday 
to press their arguments that they 
are being driven from the region by 
ethnic Albanians. 

The protesters, who were direct- 
ed by police to a park, arrived as 
the Central Committee of Yugosla- 
via's ruling Communist Party pre- 
pared to hold its first full meeting 
on ethnic rivalries in Kosovo. 


The two-day meeting is expected 
to approve measures intended to 
reduce teotion between ethnic Al- 
banians. who make up S5 percent 
of Kosovo's population, and tbe 
Serbs and Montenegrins. 

According to official figures, 
22,307 pet^le not of Albanian ori- 
^ have Irfi Kosovo since rioting 
broke out there in 1981. During 
those disturbances, radical Albani- 
ans demanded greater autonomy 
and some pressed for a separate 
republic of Kosovo.

BUENOS AIRES — The ac- 
claimed human rights policy that 
helped bring President Rau) Alfon- 
sin to office has collapsed, Argen- 
tine ri^is groups say, after a Su- 
preme Court ruling ilus past w-eek 
and a recent amnesty law lifted 
charges against scores of military 
officers. 

Critics contend that the govern- 
ment has sacrificed basic ethics 
with Mr. Alfimsin's “due obedi- 
ence” law, which exempted lower- 
ranking ofneers from prosecution 
for human rights crimes committed 
during right years of military rule, 
which ended in 1983. 

In the past two weeks about 180 
cases, many involving murder, lor- 
lure and kidnapping charges, have 
been struck from the records be- 
cause of the law. and those accused 
were set free. 

In addition, the Supreme Court 
overturned a number of convic- 
tions, broadening the law to in- 
clude officers already found guilty 
of atrocities. 

“A man who steals a pockeibook 
is thrown into jail, and the man 
who has tortur^ goes free,” said 
Ernesto Sabaio, a prominent Ar- 
gentine writer. “It makes me very 
sad (hat great ethical principles 
have been overlooked.” 

Mr. Sabato beaded a board of 
inquiry 'mto the activities of Argen- 
tina's military rulers, and its final 
report gave a chilling account of 
murders, torture and kidnappings 
commiti^ by the mHiiary in a 
campaign against leftists in the 
1970s. 

“A new category of citizens has 
been installed; those who go un- 
punished because they are rotary 
laenT said a statement issued by a 
provincial branch office of the I^- 
maneni Assembly for Human 
Ri^is. 

Among those freed is an officer 
who gained notoriety in Argentina 
and abroad, Alfredo .Astiz, a navy 
lieutenant who was convicted last 


year of abducting a teen-age Swed- 
ish gill. Dagmar Hagelin. in 1977 at 
the height of military repression. 

Under the new law he has been 
cleared from prosecution for ihe 
kidnappings of two French nuns in 
1977. He was never sentenced to a 
jail term for the Hagelin kidnap- 
ping because the siatuie of limita- 
tions had expired. 

Miss Hagelin was one of the esti- 
mated 9.000 people who disap- 
peared in Argentina during the mil- 
itary’s war against the left 

Mr. Alfonsin won international 
praise (or his 1983 decision to put 
nulitnry ofneers on trial before ci- 
vilian courts to answer charges of 
atrocities. Seven former tc^rank- 
ing oTficers. including two former 
presidents, are now serving lengthy 
sentences for rights vidations after 
being convicted by civilian courts. 

But tbe trials stirred deep resent- 
ment in the armed forces, which 
felt humiliated and singled out as 
scapegoats for Argentina's violent 
pasL 

Their resentment exploded inio 
mutiny last April when soldiers at a 
base outside Buenos Aires rebelled 
and their officers demanded an end 
to trials and an amnesty for ac- 
cused officers. 

Saying that the country could no 
longer rfford to be indifferent to 
military feelings, Mr. Alfonsin 
signed the “due obedience” mea- 
sure 'mto law seven weeks after the 
rebels laid down ibeir arms. 

It erased ail charges against ju- 
nior military and security officers 
in connection with offenses com- 
mitted during mUiiaiy rule on the 
ground that they were obeying or- 
ders from superiors. 

When the conviction of a retired 
police officer was overturned, one 
victim of military torture. Alfredo 
Bravo, the teachers affairs under-

C AIRO Among ail of 

Egypt's problems, including 
overpopulation, lack of ara- 
ble l^d and water, and war 
and peace in the region, the one that is 
most ofteu and most pa^natdy de- 
bated these days is the rise of Islam. 

Reli^ous feeling amcHig ordinary 
citizens is rising; the politick power of 
tbe Tkhw an, as the Moslem Brotber- 
hc«d ealls itself, has grown dramatical- 
ly; Islamic finandri instituiioos are 
multiplying their economic strength 
and influence; and beneath the surface 
there is the troubling, sometimes meu- 
acing and always elusive preseoce of an 
untold numbo of clandestine groups 
of Moslem extremists, some of them 
with a proven willingness to resort to 
arson and assassinatioo. 

All tUs is transforming tbe national 


populous cities in tbe world along mth Tokyo and 
Mexico City. 

This huge population increase is taking place in 
an area that is limited to about 4 percent of the 
surface of Egypt — an area that is gt^n and arable 
and congested. The green fields are being squeezed 
Ity the ^ead of url^ senlemenis on the soil 
of tbe Nile, while the newly reclaimed areas are on 
marginal 1^ in the desert. 

Traditionally, the E^tians migrated little, and 
when thty did. it was nearly always within their 
own country. But now the pressure of numbers has 
produced a new phenmnenon; the migrant Egyp- 
tian, 

The number of Egyptians living outside the 
country increased from 3.7 percent ^ the pq^nila- 
tion in 1976 to 4A percent in 1987. This adds up to 
al^t 2^25 mflIioD Egyptians, most of them woric- 


ing in temporary jobs in the Gulf and only a few of 
cheni choosing permanent emigratioa to the Unit- 
ed Slates, Canada and Australia. 

The economic, political and employment dimaie 
of tbe Gulf stares has a direci impart on the life of 
man y Egyptians. ^yptian working abroad 
bdps feed at least five members of his family at 
home. Working abroad is a safety valve for many 
university graduates who caruot find gainful em- 
ployment in Egypt. 

Of the adult population, 4.7 percent have a 
university degree. Women r^resent 25 pocent of 
tbe university population. 

The census profile shows that illiteracy has been 
reduced to 49.4 percent of the population, from

everyday lives of people; on marriage, 
the scboc^g of childjen. the diojce of 
a d^ior. tbe size of the rent and the 
chances of getting a job. And it finds 
its most visible expression — a collec- 
tive. nationwide sboa- of belonging — 
in tbe traditional Moslem dress worn 
by more and more women and the 
beards and white skull caps worn by an 
increasing number of men. 

Three failed assasrioation attempts 
in Cairo have caused some teorioo. A 
former interior minister was seriously 
u^ured and a newspaper editor suf- 
fered slight injuries in attacks by gun- 
men. Islamic extremists are blam^ in 
both attacks although no evidence has 
been made public. Non-lslamic ex- 
irenusts of (he far (eft are suspected to 
be behind a third recent attack —shots 
fired at a car carrying two American 
diplomats. 

Islam's newly won political clout 
was brought home by the national elec- 
tion in April. The lUwan. even tbou^ 
still an iDegal organization, won 36 
seats in the National Assembly, four 
times the number it gained in the last 
election three years ago. It got around 
the ban t>y entering into an electoral 
alliance with two legal parties. Using 
the langu^ of the preachers in the 
mosques, it dominated the gampaig n. 

The National Assembly has 448 
seats, and President Hosni Mubarak's 
ruling National Democratic Parly 
(NDP) got 338 of them, pending sever- 
al court actions brMigbl 1^ opporition 
parties. 

But the Islamic victory was more 
than a matter of figures. Even though 
Mr. Mubarak is conducting a policy of 
widening the stiO limited scope of 
Egyptian democracy, the time not 
yet come nhen a government will allow 
itself to be defeat^ at the polls.

^^t counts most in the eyes of many 
politicians is that the Dcfawan emerged as 
the most powerful exposition force in the 
couDtiy. It left the l^al opposition par- 
ties far bdiind and overshadowed even 
the venerable Wafd, tbe still popular old 
parQ^ that had ruled Egypt before Gamal 
Ab(^ Nasser’s revoludon in 1952 and 
that has been fi g hring for a comeback. 

Even more ominously, the government 
was plainly surprised tbe size of the 
Ikbwanvote. 

‘*We underestimated tbem,” an official 
said. "Their streogth goes far beyond 
their vote. They have support in aU par- 
ties, inclw&ig the ruling NDP." 

Miistapha Khalil, the NDP spokes- 
man, told interviewers just before the 
vote that the Moslem Brothers were good 
at sln ganaering dunng the campaign but 
would fail to malfg an impact on election 
day. 

And a promineni member of ^ypt's 
divided SKular Left, which includes Nas- 
seiites, Arab Socialists and Marxists, 
many of them big dty intellectuals, 
summed up tbe result with a paraphrase 
of tbe tale about the king and the lit^ 
boy: ‘*We have only Just found out that 
we ate wearing no dc^es. We are talking 
a language that is no longer understood." 

The implications for Mr. Mubarak are 
stark as be approaches the end of his fust 
six-year term in October. 

In the past, he had fainted on occasion 
that he might not iiui for a second term. 
But now it is clear that he mlL He has to 
be nominated by a two-ihirds majoriQr of 
the National Assembly in early August 
{inri then will “campaign" as the only 
^nriirfate for about two moutfas before 
being conflrmed by popular vote in a 
plebisdie. There is no doubt about the 
outcome. He is limited to two terms un- 
der the constitution. 

The president's basic policy is to grad- 
ually turn over to the Nationd Assembly 
an increasingly wide range of responsibil- 
ities, though not of power. He wants this 
to be a gradual, limited and strictly con- 
tndled process. Tbe Assembly is to de- 
bate, if not to decide, tbe principal eco- 
nomic and political issues. 

The licensing of five opposition parties 
was pan of this process. 

Since the Ikhwan professes to be mod- 
erate and accepts the electoral process, 
and since it clearly rq)resent5 a major 
part ci public opini^ be could not keep 
It from nmning without reversing the 
trend toward greater democracy. 

Tbe Ikhwan, moreover, has been anx- 
ious to deny any ii^ with violent groups.

Estimates of tbe numerical strength of 
these ^oups are by nature difficult. An 
Egyptian specialist bdieves that they 
have as mei^ as 100,000 members of aU 
kinds and can enlist many times this 
number when needed. A major fore^ 
enUsassy puts the Hgure at about 70,000. 

Mr. Mubuak is given credit for deal- 
ing honestly vnifa tbe problem. Even most 
of his opponents say that he is genuinely 
convinc^ that it is better to have the 
Islamic position stated in the Assembly 
instead of hearing it voiced only in the 
mosques and the streets. Sadat, by con- 
trast. is widely seen as having courted the 
Is lami c establishment as a means to beat 
the secular oppositioa. 

In the qp^ning session of the newly 
elected Assembly, the agenda called for 
ratification of Elat’s loan agreements 
with tbe International Monetary Fund 
and . other creditors. One of the first 
speakers was a Moslem Brother. He 
pleaded for rejection on the ground that 
interest payments were against the Ko- 
ran. The spe^er, a universi^ professor, 
responded with a lecture on tlu realities 
of international finance and offered to 
withdraw the agreements if the Ikhwan 
secured new interest-free loans. The 
Moslem dqruties did not pursue the is- 
sue. None them voted against ratifica- 
tion and only seven abstained, but Ikh- 
wan members and government 
supporters have clashed ^^emently on 
Other issues. 

One of the president's advisers cited 
tbe episode as a first bint that Mr. Mu- 
barak’s strategy of bringing the Moriem 
Brothers into the open may be paying off.

The official hope Is that the Ikhwan. as 
a legitimate opposition In the National 
Ass^bly, 'ooU act as a psychological and 


political safety valve and lessen tbe ap- 
peal of tbe clmidestine Islamic groups. 

The Dthwan, in its moderate contem- 
porary garb, h» its roots in the Moslem 
Brotherhood, which was founded in 1928 
and gr^ to be major force in tbe 1940s, 
when it had an underground militaiy 
wing and might have succeeded in cum- 
ing ^ypt into an Islamic republic bad it 
not been for the Nasserite revolution of 
1952. Nasser liquidated the Brotherhood 
and put many of its members in jail 
where they remained until Sadat freed 
them in die 1970s. 

The five youngest members of tbe Na- 
tional Assembly are Moslem Brothers, 
and some are the sons and nephews of 
men who spent their lives in prisoiL One, 
Ahmed el-Baiuia. is the son of the Broth- 
erhood's founder, Hassan el-Banna. 

Tbe Ikhwan's central political demand 
is to replace the country's Western legal 
system with Sharia, or Islamic law. It

It is rqneseoted again in Israel by an 
ambassador, albeit the same man who bad 
been serving there preriously as charge d’af- 
faires. A half dozen Israeli and ^)ptiaD 
cabinet ministers have exchanged visits 
ance September, and direct dial telephone 
service was finally miroduced after Mr. Per- 
es’s trip to Egypt in Fdiruaty. 

P RESIDENT Mnbarak has statmeh- 
ly defended the peace treaty in 
teth domestic and fordgn fonuns 
sudi as the January summit meet- 
ing of Islamic Conference organization. 

Egyptian officials are gratified that the 
stigma of the sqiaiate peace has gradually 
decreased as most othv Arabs have come 
around to Egypfs view that a n^tiated 
ecchange of land for peace is the o^ sdu- 
tion to the hGddle E^ crisis. 

But satisfactirai with peace has not trans- 
lated into an eppetite for dose ties with the 
Jemrii state. Trade and tourism remain 
largely mte-way affairs. While more than 
40,000 Israelis have visited Egypt this win- 


ter and spring, onl)' a few hundred ^yp- 
rianfi WBit to Israel 

This year’s trade, not counting the Sinai 
ofl that Egypt is obliged to sell to Israel 
under the peace treaty, is not expected to 
exceed $10 million, twice as mu^ as last 
year but less than half what it was in 1982. 

Isradfs blame Egypoao bureaucracy for 
there low figures, ^^cian importers must 
apply for licenses to buy from Israel and 
tourists must obtain yeDow permits. Both 
procedures expose ai^licants to unwelcrane 
questionmg by intenial security polTce. The 
Egyptian med^ frequently attaA IsraeL 

But there are larger psy^ological factors 
at woik. 

Thousands of ^yptians were killed in 
four wars with Israel and, although Egypt 
bears its share of blame for those wars, the 
thought ^ spending mocey in Israel re- 
mains repeUent to some ^yptians. 

The accumulated bitterness and suspi- 
cion of 40 years has been augmented by the 
failure of dtoets to expand the peace treaty, 
IsraeTs continued Donrecogoitioa of Pal^ 
tinian political rights and its milicary ac- 
tions toward other Arabs, such as toe 1985 
bombing of a Palestine Liberation Organi- 
zatitm enclcave near Tunis. Egyptians also 
^pose Israel's miliiaiy occupation and ci- 
vilian Jewish settlements in the West Bank 
of Jordan and Gaza Strip. 

Reluctance to risit Israel, which is less 
than an hour by plane or a day’s ride by car, 
also has a religious basis in a nation of 
devout believers. 

Many Moslems shun a country that in 
their view iU^timately controls Islam’s 
third holiest ste — the Al Aqsa mosque 
where the prophet Mohammed is bdieved 
to have ascended to heaven. 

^ypt's Coptic Qiiistians are also forbid- 
den by the Celtic Church to virit Jerusalem 
because Israel gave control of a monastery 
there to Etiuqpihu Copts after the 1967 war 
and has not returned it to the ^yptian 
diuich. 

The inastence by the former Israeli prime 
minister, Menachem Begin, that Mr. Mu- 
barak visit Jerusalem if he came to Israel 
prevented such a viat from taking place. 
Analysts say it is hard to imagine Mr. Mn- 
barak goii^ to Israel in the future without a 
dramatic breakthrough toward a wider 
peace settlement 

“1 don’t think Mubarak attaches a lot of 
importance to what other Arabs think of his 
policy toward Israel,’* said a Western dqilo- 
mat “But he doesn’t want to pve internal 
critics, especially the [Islamic] fundamental- 
ists, more handies.” 

Popular animosity toward Israel reflects 
frustration and disappointnient that peace, 
jind the massive U.S. aid that came with it, 
has not hdp^ to ease Egypt’s dironie eco> 
nomic proUems. 

“Peare has not brou^t prosperity, only 
dq>endence on the United States,” said a 
young graduate of the American Univeraty 
of Cairo. “I’m not saying we riiould go to 
war, but peace wasn't fulfilled as it was 
meant to be.”

KhaledMohieddm 

K hale d Mohieddin, 64, the head of the leftist National Progressve 
Unionist Party, is one of the few surviving members of the “Free 
Officer^’ wbo. under the leadoship of Nasser, seized powo* from King 
Farouk in 1952. Ctace in power, he had a stormy relationship with 
Nasser. A Marxist he was known as the “nsd major" and at one point 
was forced into exile only to be called back as a leading editor. 

Under Presdent Sadat he became head of the leftist opposition whm 
parties were first allowed in 1976 and spokeout against the Camp Darid 
accords and the “open door” economic policy. 

His party, which is divided between many different groups, was of 
the prime targets of govenunent pressure during ihe election campaign in 
Ap^ and failed by far to gather the 8 percent of the dectorate needed for 
representation in the Regie’s Assembly. 




Ibr ahim Mahmoad Shokri 

Ibrahim Mahmoud Sbukri, 70, bead of the Socialist Labor Party, is the 
son of Mohammed Sbukri Pasha, «4to was the keqter of the royal purse 
at Faroulc’s court He went into politics in his teens as a militant 
anti-monardust and is proud of the buDei wound be suffered nhen 
British police opened fire on strikers in 1935. He was jailed in the 1940s 
and relea^ by Nasser. 

When Sadat'wanced a loyal oppodtion in 1978, be »giced Mr. Sbukri to 
form a party. He is the ai^tect of the alliance between lus party, the 
small Lfl>eral Party and the Moslem Brotherhood, which permtted the 
latter to elect 36 candidates to the assembly even though officially it is 
still illegal He remains close to the Moslem Brothers. He has recently 
grown a beard as worn by many devout Moslems.

Ahmed el-Banna 

Ahmed el-Banna, one of the leadera of the Dchwan. the Moslem 
BFOtberhood, is the son of Hassan el-Banna, who founded the oigani^ 
tion in 1928. The elder d-Banna was shot to death in 1949 in a Cairo 
street by officers of the royal police in civilian clothes after a series of 
murders, iadyding that of the prime minister, were blamed on the 
brotherhood. 

Hie younger el-Banna was a journalist before winning a seat in the 
assembly. The Dchwan was in turn favored as a oounterwdgbt to the 
secular Wafd and then rqtressed by King Farouk, spared and then 
repressed by Nasser, opposed and then favored as a weqton against the 
secular left by Today under President Hosni Mubarak, it has 
become the principal opposition in the assembly. It has come out t^ainst 
vicdence and promises to stick to a parliamentaiy role. 




Fuad Serageddin 


Fuad Serageddin, the senior statraman of the New Wafd. was a 
government ntinister under the king when the Wafd was the leading 
party. The party was founded in 1918 when tbu: l^islative assembly sent 
a '"werfd, ” ^ch means dd^alion in Arabic, to London to plead for full 
indqpradence. It was dissolved by Nassa along ndih all other parties. 

Whim Sadat readmitted some parties, he did not want to see the Wafd 
revived, but Mr. Serageddin went to court and won. Ihe New Wafd bad 
a short-lived success. Sadat introduced le^slation forcing it to disband. 
Mr. Serageddin was among those arrested by Sadat stortly before 
Sadat's assasanation. The party was relaunched in 1983,

Cautious Moves in Foreign Affairs 


Soviet Re-emerges in Mideast in Subtle Role

C AIRO — Seen Erom Cairo, as from 
other Arab capitals, the one major 
dtaoge that hasoocumd io (he le- 
&on in recent i$ the re-emer- 

S^ce of the Soviet Uiuon in an active and 
suipiiiisgty aibtle role. 

After more than 15 years on the — 
the Soviets were thrcnvn out <rf ^ypt by Fred- 
dent Anwar Sadat in 1972 and frozen out of the 
peace process by US. Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kismger after the 1973 vkur ^ the Soviet 
Union, imder Mzkfaail & Gorbadiev, is bade 
on the scene. 

It has beea moving on a wide front: 

• In March, the Soviets offered to resched- 
ule ^ypt’s XB^taiy debt of about $3 bilUon 
dating to the 19Sfe and *60s. Their timing 
was perfect, pdidcalfy and p^^logically, 
rfnee the offer was announced just before the 
rescheduling agreement in May between ^ypt 
and the International Monetary Fund and odh 
a Western dditors. 

• Moscow has held mult^le contacts with 
Isradi oSidals and American Jewish represen- 
tatives, nothbly from the World Jewish Con- 
gress, leading to the first significant increase in 
many years in the number of Soviet Jews 
permiited to leave. Hopes for the resumption 
of dzjdoBaatic rdatioas with Israel have been 
raised. 

• Western diplomats here say that when

' President Hafez al-Assad of Syria visited Mos- 
cow this spring he was urged to soften his hard- 
line poUcy and was told that the Soviets would 
coumin ibear pedides toward Egypt, IsraeL the 
Oulf countries and the Palestine liberation 
Orgianization according to their own lights and 
vritfiont regard for Syrian ejections. The 
waming was sweetened with a promise of more 
finaneiat, dooaomic aod inilitaiy aid. 

• In the Gulf, the Soviets have had contacts 
mth Saudi Arabia, which may or may not 
eventually iesd to ^ estaUish^t of diplo- 
matic r riari nns. Kuwaiu the only Gulf country 
with which the Soviets have formal relations, 
received Soviet hdp in proiecting some of iu 
shipping when Moscow diartered three Ku- 
waiti sf^s. 


• Finally, the Soviet Union has been active 
in promoting the idea of an internatio&al con- 
fermce on the MBddle East. 

There is a common trait to these moves that 
makes them different Grom earlier Sovkt poli- 
des. Egyptian aod feragn ej^erts here fed. 

In Ihe past, the Sonets used r^onal turmoil 
in the Middle East and other areas primarily as 
8 weapon in their power struggle with'the 
United States. American and otiber Western 
polides were systematically obstructed and a 
friendly gesture toward a local country usually 
bad a price tag in the form of a demand that it 
endorse some important Soviet goal <»- dis- 
tance itself from the United Stales. 

Now this no longer seems to be the cue, 
accorttisg to diplomats here. 


The rescheduling of tbe Egyptian imlitaiy 
debt was followed an offer to sdl anas and 
spare parts but no hint was gjvea of thspleasnre 
with Egypt's close relations with the United 
States. some of tbe moves in tbe Gulf have 

been the subject of consultation with Waddng- 
ton. 

The coQcluaicin drawn by some Arab offi- 
cials is that the present polides ate 
first by tbe ‘‘normaT desired a superpower to 
be present in a rc^on from which it has been 
absent for IS years.

57.2 percent in 1976. This re|»^ 
sents real progress in education 
but also reveals that after 35 years 
of revolution, basic literacy re- 
mains an elusive g^ 

Tbe population factor, with its 
manifold features, is and will re- 
main in the foreseeable future the 
most important angle challenge. 
How to cope with the increase,- 
how to manage and moderate it 
while trying to improve the quality 
of life of new Eg^tians is by far 
the most presang problem. 

Up until DOW, efforts in this 
field have been fragmeniafv, ten- 
tative and uncoordinated. And be- 
cause tbe impact of overpopula- 
tion is more long-term than 
inunediate. the req) 0 ose of the po- 
litical ieadenhip has been slow 
and ineffectuaL 

The fact that this issue touches 
Moslem sensibilities has pushed 
the debate onto the ideolo^cal 
level and limited serious public 
discussion. But the severity of tbe 
problem is such that this contrived 
rilence cannot be allowed to last 
Since the population increase is 



outpacing the coastniciiou of 
housing, young coi^les have had 
to delay their marriages. The cen- 
sus indicates that more than one in 
a hundred newly married couples 
have not been able to live together 
for lack of accommodaiioa.

Ti^t Budget Aims to Cut Egypt Deficits

CAIRO — Egypt’s parliament has approved a 
Stringient budget that goes some way to meeting 
refonns demanded by the Intemauo^ Monetary 
Fund. 

The p^ections for the budget for the 1987-88 
year, vdiich begins next month, envisage smaller 
overall and net defidts, underlining Egypt’s inten- 
tion to set the economy on a deflauonan’ course: 

After the parliament approved the budget on 
Thursday, Prime Minister Atef Sedki said. "The 
budget deTicit is the outcome of policies imple- 
mented in pretnous yeais, and the reaction of the 
net defrdtu the new budget to 680 millioo pounds 
(5310.8 million) is an aebievemenL" 

Egypt's long record of deficit Nidgets, which 
have fueled rapid growth but also inflation in tte 
past 10 years, is one of the targets of reform 
measures agreed with the IMF. 

The IMF agreed to lend Egypt S327 oiiilion over 
18 months. The conditions for the loan also in- 
clude controls on the expansion of the mon^ 
supply, and an increase in interest rates. 

□ 

Following week-kmg discussions in paiiiameot, 
the projected overall budget deficit, whuh includes 
such things as loans and credit facilities, has been 
reduced from initial estimates of 4.M billioD 
pounds to 3.6 billion, the smallest in several years. 
The current deficit is estimated at 4.77 billion. 


Reflecting the government’s expectations that 
foreign credit faciliiies will increase as a result of 
the IMF agreement, budget figures indicate they 
are expect^ to rise from 880 million pounds last 
year to 1.04 billion this year, covering about one 
third of the overall deficiL 

Foreign loans and aid grants, supplied mainly 
by the United Sutes, are also projected to rise 
slightly from last year. 

Budget allocations for foreign debt seivicing 
amount to 1 .92 billion pounds, including principal 
and interest payments on debts not covered by the 
rescheduling agreement concluded with the Paris 
Gub of creditor nations last May. 

This amount also covers allocations for the es- 
tablishment of a fund to cover future payments to 
Paris Gub creditors, who agreed in May to grant 
Egypt a five-year gr^ period. 

The agreement, with 18 Western creditors, cov- 
ers S7.2 billion Egypt’s total of S40 billion in 
civilian and military debts. Talks on resebeduling 
this portion of the debt over a period of 10 years 
will b^jn next July.

The move will allow banks to 
hedge against a major fall in stock 
prices, the spiokesman said. He said 
this would make banks more reli- 
able creditors because a large por- 
tion of banks' capital assets, 
against which they lend money, are 
held in stocks. 

Margin selling is a mechanism 
whereby investors borrow stock at 
3 percffitage of the stock’s value 
and agree to buy that slock later. 

The banks will not be allowed to 
sell on margin more than 50 per- 
cent of their stock holding in any 
one company, the spokesman said. 

Nor will they be allowed to seU. 
during one fis^ year, more than 
20 percent of the stocks they hold 
at ^e be^nning of that year that 
are eligible for margin selling, be 
said. About half of the stocks on 
the Tokyo Stock Exchange’s first 
section are designated permissible 
for margin trade.

T HERE'S a kinky love affair at the core of Scott 
Turow’s absortog courtroom drama "Pre- 
sumed Innocent." The affair involves two lawyers 
in the prosecuting attorney's office of a middle- 
sized Midi^tem city: one' Rusty Sabich. the pro- 
{agonist and narratorof the story, the ocher Carolyn 
Polbemus. who, at the start of the book's acdoo. has 
just been found murdered in her apartment the 
victim of a bludgeoning and apparent rape. 


When, in a flashback. Rusty and Carolyn discov- 
er their aitraciion to each other. Rusty* observes: 
‘TV and the moiies have spoiled the most intimate 
momeais of our lives. They have given us conven- 
tions which dominate our expectations in instants 
whose intensity would ordioaiily make them spon- 
taneous and unitjue. . . . And so we both ended up 
coming on smooth and wry and brawly composed, 
like all ihtwe gorgeous, poised movietime couples. 


WelL something similar could be said of the novel 
in which they appear. Its author may ojnsider 
a writer first and a lawyer second, having 
held a fellowship in creative writing at Stanford 
before attending Harvard Law School, and having 
published “One L" 1 1977). a delightfiU account of 
his first year at Hanard before working for ei^i 
years as an assistant United States attorney in his 
native (Thicago and then joining the law firm at 
which he is now a partner. 

Nonetheless. "Presumed Innocent" is in thrall to 
the traditional conventions of fiction. Its plot is a 
hoary of chasing a hero up a tree, throwing 
stones at him. then agaim Its 

theme is. unoriginally. the comiption of municipal 
politics and the paradox of rou^ justice arising out 
of a cesspool of wrongdoing 

Its leading characters include the Irish chief pros- 
ecuting attorney, his Italian rival for office, a Ger- 
man policeman, a Jewish lawyer, a black judge, a 
Japanese pathologist, and the* protagonist himself.

So why is "Presumed Innoomt" so spellbinding, 
then? Because, quite simply, Turow tmashamediy 
twists his cliche several notches hitter than most 
writers do. The tree he chases his hero into is higher 
and branchier than most: Just as Rusty is getting 
under way with his investigation of Carolyn PoUie- 
mus' deat^ a new chief prosecukvr gets dected and 
proceed to indict Rusty for the crime. He 
turned up extremely dai^^g drcumsiantiai evi- 
dence of Rusty's preseaite at the scene of the crime. 

The best people in tbe novel, the ones with the 
most flair and character and apparent decency, turn 
out to be corrupt in various ^‘nys. while the worst 
ones simply crush thdr children’s beads in vices or 
stuff tbeir enemies upside down in outhouses. As for 
Rusty’s trial, the centerpiece of tl^ noveTs drama: 
It's a roller-coaster ride of moods for Rusty, and a 
crack-(he-whip of surprising reveUdons for the 
reader. And when it is over, the sharpest twists and 
turns are still to come. 

In faa. a couple of the twists are so tricky that 
there are passages in the book whidt mean one thing 
before you know the sioiy's ending and mean just 
the opposite when you leant whodunit and go back 
to read them over again. Skimming through tbe 
novel a second time, one -ran't help feeling there are 
more signs of carpentry than rmisbed woodwork 
present For instance, despite all the hammering 
and sawing. Rusty’s ob5essi<» with Carolyn Polhe- 
mus never does seem fully justified. And so much of 
the plot depends on that obsesrion and whatever it 
is supposed to mean. 

Still, however labored they may seem at dmes. 
Turow's effects hold one enthralled until the last 
of "Presumed InnocenL" And that they are 
mteresting enough to make one want to look into his 
tool shed is ^y so much mote to his tnedit As he 
grow^ and gains command of his ambitious imagi- 
□ation. he is bound to produce tncrearingly dramat- 
ic surprises. Meanwhile. "Presumed Innoceot" wQl 
do very wxU for the beach, or the terrace.
